CLASS  HISTORY 


Wilmington  College!  These  two  words  have  come  to  mean  much  to  us  and  to  represent 
two  happy  years  in  our  lives.  They  stand  for  ideals,  friends,  new  experiences,  and  accomplish- 
ments toward  the  goals  each  of  us  has. 

Two  years  ago,  the  campus  of  Wilmington  College  was  improved  by  the  planting  of  Azaleas. 
This  same  year — young  men  and  women  were  transplanted  from  various  schools  and  homes  to  a 
new  life  here — to  that  glorious  state  of  existen?e  known  as  college  life! 

Some  of  us  had  just  graduated  from  high  school  and  had  to  become  adjusted  to  the  idea  of 
being  "underclassmen"  once  again.  Others,  with  military  experience,  had  to  become  adjusted 
to  carrying  books  instead  of  war  equipment.  The  college  planned  its  first  social  event  of  the  year 
to  welcome  us  to  the  school.  Special  guests  for  the  occasion  were  the  student  nurses  of  James 
Walker  Memorial  Hospital  who,  for  the  first  time,   were   affiliated   with   Wilmington   College.

Some  of  us  joined  the  Dramatics  Club;  others  participated  in  the 
activities  of  International  Relations  Club,  while  still  others  found  the  "Out-of-Town-Students 
Club"  best  suited  their  needs.  Those  with  athletic  ability  became  "Seahawks."  The  journalis- 
tically inclined  contributed  their  talents  to  The  Fledgling  and  Seahawk. 

Hallowe'en  arrived,  and  we  donned  masquerade  costumes  for  the  carnival.  At  the  Christmas 
party,  the  Dramatics  Club  lived  up  to  their  name  by  producing  two  clever  plays  for  added 
entertainment. 

No  class  would  be  complete  without  a  few  politicians,  and  we  discovered  that  we  were 
not  without  them.  When  the  time  came  for  Wilmington  College  to  send  "congressmen"  to  the  N.  C. 
Student  Legislative  Assembly  in  Raleigh,  we  were  indeed  proud  that  two  members  of  our  class, 
Alex  Robbins  and  Betty  Jurgensen,  were  among  those  .selected  to  represent  Wilmington  College. 

With  the  advent  of  spring,  we  noticed  that  our  Azaleas  were  beginning  to  send  forth  new 
shoots  and  buds,  and  we  also  were  busily  engaged  in  preparing  for  spring  activities.  Wilmington 
College  was  asked  to  select  an  attendant  to  serve  in  the  Wilmington  Azalea  Festival  Queen's 
Court;  and  a  member  of  our  class,  Betty  Jean  Scott,  was  selected.  Then  there  was  the  Spring 
semi-formal  at  White's  Lodge  and  the  Lazy  Moon  Minstrel  by  the  Dramatics  Club.  In  April, 
we  excitedly  attended  the  annual  Wilmington  College  banquet  at  the  Famous  Club,  Highlights 
of  this  gala  event  were  the  presentation  of  athletic  letters  and  the  announcement  of  the  college 
superlatives.  Soon,  the  inevitable  shadow  of  examination  was  upon  us,  and  we  bravely  tried 
to   see   our   way   through   with    the   light   of   the  knowledge  we  had  acquired. 

When  we  re-entered  Wilmington  College  as  sophomores,  we  were  saddened  by  the  news  of 
the  resigpation  of  the  man  who  had  been  such  a  friend  to  us  —  Dean  Beemon.  However,  the  col- 
lege was  very  fortunate,  and  soon  we  had  another  great  leader  in  the  field  of  education.  Dr. 
William  M.  Randall,  in  the  position  of  Dean. 

We  looked  around  for  a  president  and  after  careful  consideration  we  chose  Gene  Brown. 
Soon  our  clubs  and  organizHtions  were  reactivated.  Once  again  the  Dramatics  Club  came  for- 
ward with  a  gay  Hallowe'ei  Party.  Then  The  Fledgling;  Staff  sponsored  something  new  and 
original  at  the  college,  a  Sadie  Hawkins  Dance.  Many  Lil'  Abners  and  Daisy  Mae's  came  cut 
and  joined  in  the  Dog  Patch  games. 

This  year  we  sent  Ann  Anderson,  Thomas  Culbreth,  Betty  Jurgensen,  Jimmy  Medlin,  Alex 
Robbins.  and  Joe  Schlegel  to  Raleigh  as  the  "Congressmen"   from  the  second-year  class. 

The  Christmas  season  found  the  Azaleas  on  our  campus  in  a  dormant  state,  but  the  students 
were  very  active.  There  was  a  Christmas  party  with  two  amusing  plays  sponsored  by  the  Dramatics 
Club.  This  proved  to  be  one  of  the  year's  most  successful  eventt.  The  local  American  Legion 
Home  was  the  scene  of  another  successful  event,  our  formal  Christmas  Dance  sponsored  by 
the  Alumni  Association.  They  also  sponsored  Homecoming.  The  celebration  began  with  a 
Basketball  gam.e.     Dorothy  Melton  reigned  as  Queen  at  the  Dance  which  followed  the  game. 

Another  event  for  remembrance  was  the  annual  Wilmington  College  Banquet.  This  meant 
even  more  to  us  this  year  than  it  had  last  year,  because  so  many  of  our  former  classmates  and 
friends   returned   for   the   occasion. 

Now,  once  again  the  Azaleas  are  blooming;  this  is  the  climax  of  their  year.  We,  also,  have 
come  to  the  climax  of  our  year  —  graduation;  this  is  our  "festival."  Of  course  we  are  eagerly 
anticipating  this  "festival";  it  is  the  goal  toward  which  we  have  been  working.  However,  we 
must  admit  that  we  feel  just  a  little  sad  at  the  thoughts  of  leaving  the  school  and  friends  we  have 
grown  to  love.  In  future  years,  v.hen  we  hear  the  words,  "Wilmington  College",  we  will  look 
back  and  say,  "those  were  the  good  ole  days."
